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Rescinding 
Employment 
Rules Protested 


Plans to roll back the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission’s equal employment 
rules were protested by 48 organizations in 
a statement released in New York by the 
UCC’s Office of Communications. 

“With the current recession and result- 
ing high unemployment of minorities and 
women, FCC protection of employment 
rights is doubly needed,” the statement 
asserts. ‘We object to any repeal of 
Commission rules that ensure equal 
employment opportunity in broadcasting, 
when stepped-up vigilance in behalf of 
minority and women’s groups is called 
for.” 

The protest letter is being delivered to 
all FCC Commissioners, who are expected 
to hold hearings on the EEO regulations. 
In addition to the United Church’s com- 
munication office, signers included the 
denomination’s Board for Homeland Min- 
istries and Commission for Racial Justice 
and eight other labor, governmental and 
social organizations.

AROUND THE 
CONFERENCE 


From the Atlantic Ocean to the Missi- 
ssippi River, from the Gulf of Mexico to 
the mountains of Tennessee, the Southeast 
Conference covers a broad expanse of 
territory. Contained within her boundaries 
are some 120 churches — widely dispersed 
— widely diverse in heritage and religious 
expression — and yet united in the convic- 
tion that the churches of Jesus Christ 
“‘may all be one.” 

Representing the eastern shore of the 
Conference is First Congregational 
Church, UCC in Savannah, GA. Unique in 
its heritage, First Church was founded in 
1869 as an outgrowth of the educational 
efforts of the American Missionary Asso- 
ciation which started Beach Institute in 
Savannah in 1867. The Institute, which 
began as a private academy for black 
students, became the site of the first public 
high school for blacks in Savannah. 

In 1895 the church built the sanctuary in 
which it now resides, adding an education- 
al wing in 1976. In addition to regular 
church programming, which includes 
radio broadcasting, aid to Social Apostol- 
ate, leadership in the NAACP, and a youth 
ministry program, the church sponsors a 
day care program in addition to operating 
a kindergarten, a program which it has 
offered continuously for over 75 years. 

Leading the congregation of 117 mem- 
bers is Rev. James H. Cantrell, Pastor.

When the first American Protestant 
missionaries were ordained and commis- 
sioned for overseas service in 1812, their 
wives and fiancees sat in a nearby pew, 
spectators only, though a few days later 
two of them were to constitute half of the 
“Missionary company’’ that sailed out of 
Salem for India. 

Much has changed in our church since 
that long-ago day. Women are ordained. 
Women are appointed full-fledged mission- 
aries. Women hold posts of leadership 
abroad. 

Just how far women have come has been 
documented by Rev. Elinor G. Galusha, 
ee Secretary for Overseas Person- 
nel. 


Missionary Personnel 

Of 260 people working overseas, 150 are 
women. Of these, one-third are teachers, 
32 are in church leadership development, 
16 in health fields, 3 in community develop- 
ment, 4 are clergy, 3 are in theological 
education and 20 are accompanying their 
husbands and are without portfolio.
